Claims 1-4 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of Oku et al U.S. Patent No. 



6.646.13^ Although the conflicting claims are not Identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the patent teaches removal of organic acids in the 
same multi-step process. The claim includes the embodiment where the concentration 
of organic acids is adjusted directly prior to the hydrogenolysis step. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in.section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oku 




et al, supra. As indicated above it discloses and claims the instant process wherein the 
concept of reducing the amount of organic acids before any of the steps is taught. In 
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addition to the above see col. 6.lines 8-60, especially lines 35-38 where their removal 
directly before or during the hydrogenolysis step is disclosed. The specific upper limits 
of organic acids recited in claims 1 and 2 is comprehended and rendered obvious by 
the reference's general teaching of the desirability of removing organic acids prior or 
during the hydrogenolysis step. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15.
